DECLARATION OF GERRY ARMSTRONG 

I. Gerry Armstrong, declare as follows: 

1. I am the defendant in this case. 

2. On November 7. 2002. I mailed to this Court, then presided over by Judge Vernon 
Smith, an original and copy of my completed and executed Application for Waiver of Fees and Costs 
(Form 982(a)( 17), which was filed on November 19. 2002. and an original and copy of the related Order 
on Application for Waiver of Fees and Costs (Form 982(a)( 18). which was filed on November 20. 2002. 
I received copies of these filed documents, which were mailed to me by the Clerk of the Court, on 
November 30. 


3. Judge Smith ordered that a hearing be held on December 12 to resolve an evidentiary 
conflict regarding my Application noted as a "lack of any income reported." 

4. I filed a declaration, a copy of which is attached hereto as Exhibit A. in which I 
detailed why I have not reported any income. 
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5. On January 1, 2003 I received a minute order, a copy of which is attached hereto as 


Exhibit B. which stated in significant part: "The Court has read and considered the declaration of 
Armstrong. The Court denies the request for a fee waiver based on insufficient information provided." 

6. Judge Smith did not say what additional information would be sufficient to render my 
application grantable, so it is impossible for me to provide such additional information as he had in 
mind. I believe that by my December 2. 2002 declaration in support of my application for waiver of 
court fees and costs I provided all the information necessary to resolve what Judge Smith viewed as an 
evidentiary conflict regarding why on my original application there was a "lack of any income 
reported.” 

7. Simply, my income was reported as zero on my application because I have no income 
to report. If I live long enough, that will most certainly change in the future, but for now there is no 
additional information that I could possibly provide. 

8. I did. however, describe in my December 2. 2002 declaration my life circumstances 
which have brought me to Germany and which have brought me to a condition in which 1 have no 
income or funds. If there is any specific additional information regarding my life circumstances needed 
by this Court to grant my application, I will happily provide it. But I cannot provide what I cannot guess 
is wanted. 

9. The fact is that the Scientology cult has for more than twenty-one years targeted me as 
an "enemy” pursuant to its criminal and judicially condemned fair game doctrine. In the unlikely event 
that this Court has never heard of u fair game.” one concise Scientology policy describing the doctrine, 
written by cult founder L. Ron Hubbard is instructive: 

"ENEMY - SP Order. Fair game. May be deprived of property or injured 

by any means by any Scientologist without any discipline of the 
Scientologist. May be tricked, sued or lied to or destroyed." 

See. e.g., Scientology v. Armstrong (1991) 232 Cal.App.3d 1060. 283 Cal.Rptr. 917. The instant 
litigation and all the other actions Scientology has brought against me in the Marin County Superior 
Court are part of a criminal conspiracy to injure, oppress, threaten and intimidate me in the free exercise 
or enjoyment of my rights and privileges secured to me by the Constitution and law s of the United, as 
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stated in 18 USC Sec. 241. This Court, in the persons of Judge Gary Thomas and Judge Vernon Smith, 
has. for reasons unknown, collaborated with Scientology in this conspiracy. This Court is a beneficiary 
of the so-called "mutual release and settlement agreement," which is instrumental in this conspiracy, and 
a beneficiary of the "permanent injunction" and ‘‘judgment” in the related case. Marin Superior Court 
No. 157680. since I am prohibited by this Court, on penalty of being jailed and fined, from 
communicating to anyone about this Court's unlawful actions and orders that abet this conspiracy. 

10. I fully understand why this Court would make itself a beneficiary of its ow n 
"injunction" and "judgment" that injures, oppresses, threatens and intimidates me if I communicate 
about this Court’s actions and orders, because these actions and orders are in furtherance of a criminal 
conspiracy, and this Court would not want the rest of the world to know what it is doing. Actions this 
Court takes in this case or the related litigations, other than withdrawing its power and authority from 
assisting in this conspiracy, validate and further this conspiracy, and indeed even this Court's denial of 
my application for waiver of fees and costs furthers this conspiracy. If this Court, in the person of Judge 
John A. Sutro. Jr., is not aware of the injustice being perpetrated in this case and the related cases, and is 
not aware of the criminal conspiracy being abetted by the Marin County Superior Court in these cases. I 
urge this Court to study the complete record and become aware. 

11. 1 am sure this Court will agree that I have no legal obligation to obey an unlawful 
order. I am also sure that this Court will agree that I cannot legally be compelled to participate in a 
criminal conspiracy. I am convinced that the Scientology cult and all the beneficiaries of the "mutual 
release" and of this Court's "permanent injunction" and "judgment" are in active, w illful violation of 18 
USC Sec. 241 in their prosecution of this case and the related cases, and in all their efforts to silence me 
about their criminal conspiracy or otherwise to injure, oppress, threaten and intimidate me in the free 
exercise or enjoyment of my rights and privileges secured to me by the Constitution and law s of the 
United States: specifically, my freedom of speech, my freedom of religion, niv freedom of assembly, my 
freedom of association, my freedom of petition, my freedom of protest, due process, my freedom from 
slavery, my litigant's privilege, my priest-penitent privilege, and my doctor-patient privilege. If I did 
not disobey this Court's unlawful orders, specifically its unlawful "permanent injunction, "judgment." 
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contempt orders and arrest warrants, I would necessarily be participating in and furthering Scientology's 
criminal conspiracy. 


12. Scientology obtained my signature on its "mutual release" by terrible duress and 
fraud. As painful, threatening and debilitating as Scientology's unlawful use and unlawful enforcement 
of this evil document have been, now for over sixteen years, I am grateful to God that 1 signed it. 
because it show s beyond a shadow of a doubt what this cult is - a criminal conspiracy. Judge Gary 
Thomas ignored incontrovertible evidence of this duress and fraud and other dispositive facts, and 
ignored all my affirmative defenses, in order to unlawfully deny me a trial. As cruel as this was. 1 am 
grateful to God that Judge Thomas signed Scientology's "injunction" and "judgment." and consequent 
contempt orders and arrest warrants, because it further proved beyond argument what Scientology's real 
intention is - the wholesale destruction of human rights - and showed that courts in the U.S. can easily 
be corrupted into abetting this evil intention. My gratitude to God. however, is no reason for this Court 
to continue to pretend that its "injunction” and "judgment” are lawful, and to continue to abet 
Scientology's criminal conspiracy. 

13. Since what Scientology, with this Court's collaboration, is perpetrating against me is 
a crime, specifically the crime of conspiring to injure, oppress, threaten and intimidate me in the free 
exercise or enjoyment of my rights and privileges secured to me by the Constitution and law s of the 
United States, as stated in 18 USC Sec. 241.1 cannot lawfully be prohibited from communicating about 
this crime, its perpetrators, or its perpetrators' collaborators. This Court at no time, in the persons of 
Judge Thomas or Judge Smith, ever showed, or explained, or even attempted to explain how 
Scientology’s conspiracy to injure, oppress, threaten and intimidate me in the free exercise or enjoyment 
of my rights and privileges is not exactly that, and therefore not a crime. The complete failure of this 
Court, in now almost ten years, to show', or explain, or even attempt to explain how Scientology's 
conspiracy to injure, oppress, threaten and intimidate me in the free exercise or enjoyment of my rights 
and privileges is not exactly that, and therefore not a crime, has only made me absolutely certain of the 
truth of what 1 am saying about this conspiracy, and about this Court's unlawful abetting of this 
conspiracy. If it is lawful to sell one's silence about a crime, such as this crime of conspiring to injure, 
oppress, threaten or intimidate a person in the free exercise or enjoyment of his rights and privileges. 
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then extortion or blackmail is lawful. This Court, by using its power and authority to silence me about a 
known and obvious crime, is unlawfully forcing me into the status of extortionist. Indeed, that is how 
the Scientology cult, for their black PR purposes, interprets their forcing me to sign their unlawful 
"mutual release” and how they “position” me. for their black PR purposes, in their descriptions of the 
1986 "settlement.” In their complaint, filed April 5, 1994, for example, pursuant to which this Court 
granted Scientology's "injunction” and "judgment,” the cult states that what they paid me in settlement 
to dismiss my lawsuit against them was "money extracted from [Scientology] as the price of | my] 
signature." I extracted no money from the Scientology cult as the price of my signature. I w as forced to 
sign Scientology's evil document in order to have it cease its criminal fair gaming of my law yer and 
others. Extortion is still a crime. I am not an extortionist, and 1 refuse to permit this Court, in 
furtherance of Scientology's criminal conspiracy, to turn me into an extortionist or position me as an 
extortionist. Thus I will not obey this Court unlawful orders, and will not be silent, because I did not. 
and lawfully could not, sell my silence about this criminal conspiracy and its beneficiaries. 

14. "Black propaganda.” or “black PR.” as 1 am sure this Court know s, is Scientology's 
policy and practice of destroying an "enemy's" reputation, credibility, connections, livelihood and life 
w ith the broad, often covert, and relentless dissemination of lies and defamatory materials about him. 
While the Scientology cult, with this Court's support, seeks to silence me in violation of my rights and 
privileges, the cult has disseminated a virtual mountain of black PR about me around the world. 

Attached hereto as Exhibit C is a true and correct copy of a German black PR flyer, attacking me that 
the Scientology cultists distributed in Germany two weeks ago. Also included, as part of Exhibit C. is a 
true and correct copy of an English translation of the flyer. When I have responded to defend my 
reputation, credibility, connections, livelihood and life from Scientology's attacks, such as this black PR 
flyer, which 1 have an undeniable right and privilege to do. the cult, with this Court's blessing and 
support, in violation of 18 USC Sec. 241. has sought to have me injured, oppressed, threatened and 
intimidated for exercising such right and privilege, specifically by having me hunted down by law 
enforcement, jailed and fined. This Court, by its interpretation of the "mutual release." by its signing of 
the Scientology cult's "injunction" and "judgment." by its enforcement of the "injunction" by contempt 
orders, jail sentences, fines and arrest warrants, by its authorizing Scientology and the "mutual 
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release's'* "beneficiaries'’ to attack me as they wish, and by its stripping of my right and privilege to 
respond to such attacks, has created a condition of slavery, involuntary servitude to the criminal 
enterprise that is the Scientology cult. Such a slave condition is. pursuant to the 13 th Amendment of the 
Constitution of the United States, impermissible everywhere in that country 7 . Yet this Court goes beyond 
even the borders of the United States and is attempting to enforce Scientology's slave condition in every 
country of the world. 

16. To give this Court a glimpse of the magnitude of the criminal conspiracy it is 
furthering with its unlawful orders. I am attaching hereto as Exhibit D a true and correct copy of a letter 
dated June 3. 2002 from Scientology cult lawyer Elliot J. Abelson that the cult had served on University 
of Alberta Sociology Professor Stephen Kent. Abelson states in his letter: 

4 T am writing to you on behalf of Church of Scientology International. It 
has come to our attention that you have been engaged in various activities 
in conjunction with Gerald Armstrong which fall within the general 
category of anti-Scientology public statements. These have included trips 
to Europe where you and Mr. Armstrong have appeared togetner at 
various public gatherings, all with the same anti-religious agenda. 

Enclosed is a copy of an injunction issued against Mr. Armstrong as well 
as those "acting in concert" with him. Clearly, you have acted in concert 
with Mr. Armstrong, thus this court order applies to you. You are hereby 
on notice of this injunction and that you are bound by its terms." Ex. D 
I have never been in Europe with Dr. Kent. I hav e never appeared with him at any public gathering. 1 
have never appeared at a public gathering with an ant-religious agenda. These facts mean nothing, of 
course to the Scientology cult and its lawyers, because they are dedicated follow ers of the "religious" 
doctrine of black propaganda. I know of at least six more individuals, and there are possibly dozens 
more, who have received similar letters from Scientology lawyers threatening prosecution pursuant to 
this Court's unlawful "injunction” for "acting in concert with me." 1 know several other people who 
have been brought to disassociate from me in one way or another because of this Court's unlawful 
"injunction" and other unlawful orders and Scientology's threatened use of these orders. I know of a

number of media entities that have been threatened by Scientology using this Court's unlawful 
“injunction” and other unlawful orders. I know of thousands of people who have been brought to hate 
me and further attack me because of the black PR use the Scientology cult has made of this Court's 
unlawful actions and orders in furtherance of its criminal conspiracy. 

17. I believe it is time for this Court to take to heart what Los Angeles Superior Court 
Judge Bruce R. Geernaert stated about the “mutual release” at a hearing on December 23. 1991. when 
Scientology sought to have him enforce that evil document's unconscionable conditions. A true and 
correct copy of the relevant page of the transcript from that hearing is attached hereto as Exhibit E. 

"So my belief is Judge Breckenridge. being a very careful 

judge....if he had been presented that whole agreement and if he had been 
asked to order its performance, he would have dug his feet in because that 
is one .... I’ll say one of the most ambiguous, one-sided agreements I have 
ever read. And I would not have ordered the enforcement of hardly any of 
the terms if I had been asked to. even on the threat that, okay the case is 
not settled. 

I know we like to settle cases. But we don’t like to settle cases and. in 
effect, prostrate the court system into making an order which is not fair or 
in the public interest." Ex. E. 

Judge Breckenridge, of course, is the LA Superior Court Judge who presided over the litigation. 
Scientology v. Armstrong. LASC C 420153. which the “mutual release” that underlies this litigation was 
to “settle." See. again, e.g.. Scientology v. Armstrong (1991) 232 Cal.App.3d 1060. 283 Cal.Rptr. 917. 
After their enforcement action was rejected by Judge Geernaert. Scientology forum shopped and landed 
the Marin County Superior Court, which, in the person of Judge Thomas, was. unlike Judges 
Breckenridge and Geernaert. very willing to prostrate the Marin court system for Scientology and make 
orders that are not fair and in the public interest. It is now clear that this Court, having made such 
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system-prostrating, unfair and anti-public interest orders, the effects of which are clearly observable, has 
also been abetting Scientology's criminal conspiracy, specifically the cult's monstrous violation of 18 


USC Sec. 241. It really is time for this Court to get out of the conspiracy business and stop this 
unlawful activity. 

15. As long as this Court maintains its unreasonable position that its unlawful 
"permanent injunction" is lawful, that its unlawful contempt orders enforcing its unlaw ful injunction are 
lawful, and that its unlawful arrest warrants stemming from its unlawful contempt orders are lawful, it is 
obvious that 1 cannot return to California, and must fight these unlawful orders and Scientology's 
criminal conspiracy from abroad. Any court that uses its power, its authority and its appearance of 
propriety to further a criminal conspiracy and to silence the victim of the conspiracy about that court's 
unlawful actions is not deserving of trust, and any decent citizen would be unwise to enter that court's 
jurisdiction. If "national security" is not stopping this Court from setting aside its unlawful orders that 
prevent me from participating in this litigation, then there is no reason, except for some corrupt motive, 
for this Court to not set aside its unlawful orders. I therefore request that this Court reconsider its denial 
of my Application for Waiver of Fees and Costs, and that this Court reconsider its support for 
Scientology's conspiracy and set aside its unlawful "permanent injunction." " judgment." contempt 
orders and arrest warrants. 

I declare under penalty of perjury pursuant to the laws of the State of California, the 
United States. Canada and Germany that the foregoing is true and correct.

friends for things like transportation and paper, and provided meals, a place to stay, a telephone and an 
Internet connection in order to oppose the persecution by the Scientology cult, including my defense in 
this case.

7. Since I left Scientology at the end of 1981.1 have had three significant formal 
employers, law firms in Newport Beach. California. Boston. Massachusetts, and San Anselmo. 
California. Scientology staked out each of these firms, and caused other people at these firms a great 
deal of trouble. Scientology operatives scared employees at the New port Beach firm and dragged firm 
partners into senseless depositions. Scientology framed my employer in Boston w ith the forgery of a 
$2,000,000 check, infiltrated his office, sued him some fifteen times, filed frivolous bar complaints 
against him. threatened him and his family, subjected him to an international black PR campaign, and 
finally compromised him to the extent that he essentially became the organization's agent to get me to 
sign the "mutual release and settlement agreement” that underlies this lawsuit. Black PR or black 
propaganda is Scientology’s term for its policy and practice of destroying an individual's reputation, 
credibility, livelihood and life w ith the covert and overt and relentless dissemination of falsehoods and 
defamatory materials. My employer in San Anselmo. attorney Ford Greene, was also subjected to 
Scientology "fair game.” including a number of frivolous bar complaints, infiltrating his office and theft 
of records, harassment of his family, and his own black PR campaign. Ultimately . Scientology 's 
obtaining of the injunction against me. which was signed by Judge Gary Thomas, made my employment 
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with Mr. Greene impossible. Fair game is the basic philosophy, policy and practice of Scientology, 
which in one form states that "enemies.’’ which Scientology considers me and anyone who would 
employ or help me. may be tricked, cheated, lied to. stolen from, sued and destroyed. See. e.g. Church 
of Scientology v. Armstrong (1991) 232 Cal.App.3d 1060.283 Cal.Rptr. 917 
http://\vww.gerryarmstrong.org/50grand/legal/al/appeal/283cal.rptr. 917.html 

8. Every employer who ever employs me. every person or company for whom I will ever 
work, will become a target for Scientology’s covert operations and overt harassment, until Scientology 
publicly and honestly repudiates its fair game doctrine. The people I worked for. whom 1 mentioned in 
the preceding paragraph, were all lawyers, and alk to a greater or lesser degree, knowledgeable about 
Scientology dirty tricks and fair game. But most people or potential employers are not so 
knowledgeable, sophisticated or in a position to defend themselves as lawyers can. I simply cannot 
subject an employer to Scientology fair game by becoming an employee, unless that employer is already 
fair game, or comes to an informed willingness to become fair game by hiring me. This Court should 
note that, in order to advise any potential employer, w hich I w ould have a duty to do. of what he should 
expect as a target of the Scientology cult’s overt and covert fair game activities. I must violate this 
Court's injunction. 

9. The people w'herever I stay also become targets for the Scientology organization’s 
intelligence operations or dirty tricks. Already here in Germany. Scientology is using its hate magazine 
"Freiheit” to conduct what the cult calls a "noisy investigation” of Pastor Thomas Gandow. w ho has 
given me a place to liv e. Attached hereto as Exhibit A is a true and correct copy of a letter dated 
September 24. 2002 from "Freiheit.” which makes it crystal clear that Scientology intends to cause 
trouble for Pastor Gandow and his Church because of their providing shelter to me. 

10. I am in Germany because the Scientology cult is officially recognized here as a 
dangerous organization w ith anti-Constitutional aims, is kept under surveillance by intelligence 
agencies, and is not able to carry out its fair game activities as easily as it can in the U.S. 1 left the ITS. 
and went to Canada in early 1997 because 1 uncovered a massive fraud perpetrated by Scientology on 
the U.S. government and U.S. citizens, and because of fair game threats from the cult. It has become 
obvious that certain U.S. government agencies, and certain courts, including this Court, are supporting 
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Scientology in the persecution of its fair game victims, in violation of the U.S. Constitution and their 


duties to their citizens. I left Canada and came to Germany in April this year because it became 
apparent that certain Canadian officials have possibly also been co-opted by Scientology into supporting 
its persecution of its fair game victims. 

11. As 1 have shown on many occasions in documents filed in this Court, and arguments, 
which have never been refuted, the injunction Scientology somehow got Judge Thomas to sign, and 
which the cult uses to harass and black PR me around the world, is not lawful. Judge Thomas at no time 
explained how it could be lawful, nor has this Court, nor has any attorney or anyone else. The 
pronouncement that it is lawful is not enough to make it lawful. This injunction is as unlawful in the 
U.S. as an order that would imprison and fine a citizen for saying the name Jesus Christ, or discussing 
his religious experiences in the Christian religion. The injunction is likewise as unlawful in the U.S. as 
an order that would imprison and fine a citizen for assisting African-American people. And the 
injunction is as unlawful in the U.S. as an order that would imprison and fine a citizen for discussing the 
mafia, or defending himself from the mafia, because Scientology is not really a religion, but a criminal 
conspiracy. Even this litigation, and all of the other lawsuits Scientology has filed against me in Marin 
County, demonstrate that this organization is a criminal conspiracy, because this is a conspiracy, 
between the cult and its lawyers, abetted by this Court, to unlawfully destroy my civil rights. Since the 
injunction, and the conditions of the underlying "mutual release” that the injunction enforces, are clearly 
unlawful, and since this Court has refused to acknowledge their unlawfulness, or to explain how they 
can be lawful, when they clearly are not. I am forced to try to correct this injustice from outside this 
Court's jurisdiction. Thus this Court, by putting its stamp of approval on Scientology's unlawful 
injunction, and by its consequent unlawful contempt orders and arrest warrants for my violations of its 
unlaw ful injunction, is itself necessitating my being in Germany. From here I w ill try nty best to focus 
world attention on this Court's unlawful injunction, and enforcement orders and its abetting of the 
Scientology organization's criminal conspiracy to destroy my civil rights, and to bring U.S. and world 
public opinion to hopefully sway this Court from its ill-advised grant of its power and authority to 
Scientology to persecute its fair game victims. 
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12. I cannot be at the December 12 hearing on my Application for Waiver of Fees and 


Costs because it is financially impossible for me to make the trip, which would cost me more than Court 
costs would be throughout the whole case, because I would be subjected to this Court's unlawful 
injunction, and unlawfully imprisoned, potentially for the rest of my life, and because 1 have a prior 
commitment to be in Ekatrinburg. Russia at that time for a conference on totalitarian cults like 
Scientology organized by the Russian Orthodox Church. To give this Court an example of how its 
unlawful injunction and subsequent enforcement orders are being used by Scientology for its fair game 
activities. I am attaching hereto a copy of a black PR letter, and translation, that the organization wrote 
to various Russian authorities and agencies, including the FSB. the successor intelligence organization 
to the KGB. to try to cause me trouble in Russia at the time of a conference 1 participated in last year. 
Note particularly Scientology’s labeling me as a “criminal” for my violation of this Court's unlawful 
orders, and the statement that the cult was trying to have the Americans detain me in Russia.

13. When I become able to pay costs in this case I will advise this Court and do so. Until 
then. I request that my court fees and costs be waived. 

I declare under penalty of perjury pursuant to the laws of the State of California, the 
United States. Canada and Germany that the foregoing is true and correct.

Da seine Vorschlage an Hussein weder bei den Verein- 
ten Nationen noch sonst wo in der Weltpolitik ein Echo 
fanden, wandte sich Armstrong am 10. Januar 1991 
damit gleich schriftlich "an das amerikanische Volk". 
"Lassen Sie uns dem Armstrong-Vorschlag eine Chan¬ 
ce geben", lasst er die amerikanische Bevolkerung wis- 
sen. Dann beschwert sich Armstrong, dass auch die 
Zeitungen "The Oakland Tribune", "Los Angeles 
Times" und "San Francisco Examiner" nichts von sei- 
nen staatsmannischen Fahigkeiten wissen wollten. 

Unter diesen Vorzeichen ist die Glaubwurdigkeit der 
Darstellungen Armstrongs zu bewerten, der die Scien¬ 
tology Kirche im Jahre 1981 - also vor 20 Jahren - ver- 
lieB.

Suspicious tales following Gandow? 

American Gerry Armstrong has settled down in Berlin and is trying to market 
stories as an ex-Scientologist. 

At a gathering on December 7, 2002, Berlin cult priest Thomas Gandow presented 
Armstrong as a special guest and as a sort of refugee. The fact is that Armstrong 
left his homeland years ago because he continued to deliberately flout court orders 
and was facing arrest. Armstrong is in fact extremely duplicitous, and an outright 
hustler and law breaker. "I am a writer, artist and philosopher. Theologically 
speaking I am a prophet...", is what Armstrong stated in a written statement on 
January' 26, 1997. And in fact he has more than once engaged himself as a prophet 
whose visions of the future, however, do not apply in his ow n country. 

For instance he had his picture taken in November 1992 for an American 
newspaper, the "Marin Independent Journal", sitting in the lotus position and 
"dressed" with an earth globe. Back then he called himself founder of the 
"Organization of United Renunciants". Armstrong's vision: a society that got along 
completely without money. For that he expected a following of "somewhere 
between 1 and 11 percent." He himself had already pronounced his "renunciation" 
he asserted, for which reason he said he gave up his earthly possessions. Actually, 
Gerald Armstrong had simply transferred a large part of his fortune to a "Gerald 
Armstrong Corporation." Possibly this was to become indigent for the purpose of 
escaping future financial obligations for breach of contract, as emerged in a July 23, 
1993 legal complaint. 

Message to Saddam Hussein 

Armstrong revealed his philosophical and political vein on November 1, 1990. He 
rose to the occasion as statesman to present Iraqi President Saddam Hussein with a 
10-point plan. Beside proposals about verified disarmament and involvement by the 
United Nations, "statesman" Armstrong officially apologized for all the "stupid 
things our leader has said about you." In the four-page text - accompanied with 
Armstrong's signature and a copyright notice by "The Gerald Armstrong 
Corporation - Armstrong introduced himself to the Iraqi despot as a "celebrity," 
even though Armstrong commented "He would be the most unrenowned 
philosopher in America," Armstrong offered himself to Hussein as a hostage. 

Several years prior he had made a similar offer to the hostage-takers in Lebanon, 
Armstrong wrote. Hussein was to be permitted to torture and execute Armstrong 
"if our side did not live up to its side of the agreement." "I have numerous 
attorneys to work out the details.... This is a matter of some urgency for all of us," 
Armstrong lectured Dictator Hussein.

Since he didn't get any feedback from Hussein, the United Nations or anywhere else 
in the political world, on January 10, 1991 Armstrong appealed in writing "to the 
American people." "Let's give the Armstrong Proposal a chance," he informed the 
American folk. Then Armstrong complained that not even The Oakland Tribune, 
the Los Angeles Time or the San Francisco Examiner had cared to hear anything 
about his statesman abilities. 

This is the gauge by which the credibility' of Armstrong's presentation is to be 
assessed w hen he left the Scientology’ Church in 1981 - that means 20 years ago. 

Until 1981, Armstrong was employed as an archivist for the Scientology Church. 
When he, in violation of church directives, misappropriated about 10,000 private 
church documents, he was expelled from the Scientology Church in 1982. 

Armstrong let on that he had diverted the documents for his "defense." After that 
it turned out that Armstrong had provably been involved in criminal conspiracy . 
Armstrong ended up revealing his plan to produce counterfeit church directives and 
smuggle them in, where they would be "discovered" and confiscated by the tax 
authorities. 

At a secret meeting, this information of Armstrong's w as documented on a video 
made w ith police approval, and the transcript was submitted as evidence in court. 

A settlement w as reached w ith Armstrong on December 6, 1986 to end all legal 
disputes to obtain the return of the stolen documents. In that settlement, Armstrong 
agreed to not libel the Scientology' Church. In case he breached the agreement, a 
penalty was set. Based on previous experience with Armstrong, the signing was 
recorded on video. In it Armstrong declared, in the presence of his attorney, that he 
w as familiar with the papers and that he was signing the agreement of his own free 
will. 

Naturally Armstrong did not keep his w ord for long, but constantly made up new, 
even wilder stories about the Scientology Church. Because of his violations of this 
agreement - there w ere 13 separate incidents between September 2 and November 
1997 alone - various court orders were issued against Armstrong, w hich he ignored. 
Finally the Superior Court of the Marin district in California issued a w arrant for 
Armstrong's arrest on May 15, 1998, w ith possible fine and incarceration for 
criminal disregard of the court. This resulted in Armstrong's moving out of the 
country to evade punishment and escape the law. 

In 1997, w hile Armstrong w as living in Canada, he tried to instigate legal 
proceedings against the Scientology Church in Nevada. The court that had 
jurisdiction in Nevada dismissed Armstrong's complaint September 3, 1998, because 
he had made an untrue statement about his place of residence. And finally, Judge 
Vernon F. Smith, Judge of the "Superior Court of the State California for the 
County' of Marin" found in a comprehensive 5-point order on July 12, 2001, that 
Armstrong had repeatedly, voluntarily and deliberately violated court orders. The 
judge found Armstrong guilty' of contempt of court. 



Even before then Armstrong was cooperating with Gandow and Ursula Caberta, 
director of the "Task Force Scientology" in the Hamburg Interior Agency. Two 
years ago Gandow gathered money at a church collection for an American "Trust" 
and has just recently sent it - according to his own statements - to an American 
convicted in court. The state attorney's office investigated Caberta for almost two 
years for suspicion of corruption because she accepted from a Scientology opponen 
a "private loan" in the amount of 75,000 euro. The proceedings were suspended 
upon a court-ordered payment of 7,500 euro. 

Whoever cooperates with this kind of con artist, w ho has been exposed in an 
American court as untrustworthy and a rights violator, disqualifies himself.

BEEN PRESENTED THAT WHOLE AGREEMENT AND IF HE HAD BEEN ASKED 
TO ORDER ITS PERFORMANCE, HE WOULD HAVE DUG HIS FEET IN 
BECAUSE THAT IS ONE OF THE — I HAVE SEEN — I CAN’T SAY -- 
I'LL SAY ONE OF THE MOST AMBIGUOUS, ONE-SIDED AGREEMENTS -I 
HAVE EVER READ. AND I WOULD NOT HAVE ORDERED THE ENFORCEMENT 
OF HARDLY ANY OF THE TERMS HAD I BEEN ASKED TO, EVEN ON THE 
THREAT THAT, OKAY, THE CASE IS NOT SETTLED. 

I KNOW WE LIKE TO SETTLE CASES. BUT WE DON'T

DECLARATION OF GERRY ARMSTRONG 


I. Gerry Armstrong, declare as follows: 
1. I am the defendant in this case. 


2. On November 7. 2002.1 mailed to this Court, then presided over by Judge Vernon 
Smith, an original and copy of my completed and executed Application for Waiver of Fees and Costs 
(Form 982(a)(17). which was filed on November 19. 2002. and an original and copy of the related Order 
on Application for Waiver of Fees and Costs (Form 982(a)(18). w hich was filed on November 20. 2002. 
I received copies of these filed documents, which were mailed to me by the Clerk of the Court, on 
November 30.

3. Judge Smith ordered that a hearing be held on December 12 to resolve an evidentiary 
conflict regarding my Application noted as a "lack of any income reported." 

4. I filed a declaration, a copy of which is attached hereto as Exhibit A. in w hich I 
detailed why I have not reported any income. 
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5. On January 1. 2003 I received a minute order, a copy of which is attached hereto as 


Exhibit B. which stated in significant part: "The Court has read and considered the declaration of 
Armstrong. The Court denies the request for a fee waiver based on insufficient information provided." 

6. Judge Smith did not say what additional information would be sufficient to render my 
application grantable, so it is impossible for me to provide such additional information as he had in 
mind. I believe that by my December 2. 2002 declaration in support of my application for waiver of 
court fees and costs I provided all the information necessary to resolve what Judge Smith viewed as an 
evidentiary conflict regarding why on my original application there was a "lack of any income 
reported.'’ 

7. Simply, my income was reported as zero on my application because I have no income 
to report. If 1 live long enough, that will most certainly change in the future, but for now there is no 
additional information that I could possibly provide. 

8. I did. however, describe in my December 2. 2002 declaration my life circumstances 
which have brought me to Germany and which have brought me to a condition in w hich I have no 
income or funds. If there is any specific additional information regarding my life circumstances needed 
by this Court to grant my application. I will happily provide it. But 1 cannot provide what I cannot guess 
is wanted. 

9. The fact is that the Scientology' cult has for more than twenty-one years targeted me as 
an "enemy" pursuant to its criminal and judicially condemned fair game doctrine. In the unlikely event 
that this Court has never heard of “fair game.’’ one concise Scientology policy describing the doctrine, 
written by cult founder L. Ron Hubbard is instructive: 

"ENEMY - SP Order. Fair game. May be deprived of property or injured 

by any means by any Scientologist w ithout any discipline of the 
Scientologist. May be tricked, sued or lied to or destroyed." 

See. e.g., Scientology v. Armstrong (1991) 232 Cal.App.3d 1060. 283 Cal.Rptr. 917. The instant 
litigation and all the other actions Scientology has brought against me in the Marin County Superior 
Court are part of a criminal conspiracy to injure, oppress, threaten and intimidate me in the free exercise 
or enjoyment of my rights and privileges secured to me by the Constitution anc law s of the United, as

stated in 18 USC Sec. 241. This Court, in the persons of Judge Gary Thomas and Judge Vernon Smith, 
has. for reasons unknown, collaborated with Scientology in this conspiracy. This Court is a beneficiary 
of the so-called "mutual release and settlement agreement." which is instrumental in this conspiracy, and 
a beneficiary of the "permanent injunction" and "judgment” in the related case. Marin Superior Court 
No. 157680. since I am prohibited by this Court, on penalty of being jailed and fined, from 
communicating to anyone about this Court’s unlawful actions and orders that abet this conspiracy. 

10. I fully understand why this Court would make itself a beneficiary of its ow n 
"injunction” and "judgment” that injures, oppresses, threatens and intimidates me if 1 communicate 
about this Court's actions and orders, because these actions and orders are ir. furtherance of a criminal 
conspiracy, and this Court would not want the rest of the world to know what it is doing. Actions this 
Court takes in this case or the related litigations, other than withdrawing its power and authority from 
assisting in this conspiracy, validate and further this conspiracy, and indeed even this Court's denial of 
my application for waiver of fees and costs furthers this conspiracy. If this Court, in the person of Judge 
John A. Sutro. Jr., is not aware of the injustice being perpetrated in this case and the related cases, and is 
not aw are of the criminal conspiracy being abetted by the Marin County Superior Court in these cases, I 
urge this Court to study the complete record and become aware. 

11. Iam sure this Court will agree that I have no legal obligation to obey an unlawful 
order. 1 am also sure that this Court will agree that I cannot legally be compelled to participate in a 
criminal conspiracy. I am convinced that the Scientology cult and all the beneficiaries of the "mutual 
release" and of this Court's "permanent injunction" and "judgment” are in active, willful violation of 18 
USC Sec. 241 in their prosecution of this case and the related cases, and in all their efforts to silence me 
about their criminal conspiracy or otherw ise to injure, oppress, threaten and intimidate me in the free 
exercise or enjoyment of my rights and priv ileges secured to me by the Constitution and law s of the 
United States: specifically, my freedom of speech, my freedom of religion, my freedom of assembly , my 
freedom of association, my freedom of petition, my freedom of protest, due process, my freedom from 
slavery, my litigant's privilege, my priest-penitent privilege, and my doctor-patient privilege. If I did 
not disobey this Court’s unlawful orders, specifically its unlawful "permanent injunction, "judgment." 
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contempt orders and arrest warrants, I would necessarily be participating in and furthering Scientology's 
criminal conspiracy. 


12. Scientology obtained my signature on its "mutual release" by terrible duress and 
fraud. As painful, threatening and debilitating as Scientology's unlawful use and unlawful enforcement 
of this evil document have been, now for over sixteen years. I am grateful to God that I signed it. 
because it shows beyond a shadow of a doubt what this cult is - a criminal conspiracy. Judge Gary 
Thomas ignored incontrovertible evidence of this duress and fraud and other dispositive facts, and 
ignored all my affirmative defenses, in order to unlawfully deny me a trial. As cruel as this was. 1 am 
grateful to God that Judge Thomas signed Scientology's "injunction" and "judgment." and consequent 
contempt orders and arrest warrants, because it further proved beyond argument what Scientology's real 
intention is - the wholesale destruction of human rights - and showed that courts in the ITS. can easily 
be corrupted into abetting this evil intention. My gratitude to God. however, is no reason for this Court 
to continue to pretend that its "injunction" and ‘'judgment” are lawful, and to continue to abet 
Scientology's criminal conspiracy. 

13. Since what Scientology, with this Court's collaboration, is perpetrating against me is 
a crime, specifically the crime of conspiring to injure, oppress, threaten and intimidate me in the free 
exercise or enjoyment of my rights and privileges secured to me by the Constitution and law s of the 
United States, as stated in 18 USC Sec. 241.1 cannot lawfully be prohibited from communicating about 
this crime, its perpetrators, or its perpetrators' collaborators. This Court at no time, in the persons of 
Judge Thomas or Judge Smith, ever showed, or explained, or even attempted .o explain how 
Scientology's conspiracy to injure, oppress, threaten and intimidate me in the free exercise or enjoyment 
of my rights and privileges is not exactly that, and therefore not a crime. The complete failure of this 
Court, in now almost ten years, to show, or explain, or even attempt to explain how Scientology's 
conspiracy to injure, oppress, threaten and intimidate me in the free exercise o: enjoyment of my rights 
and privileges is not exactly that, and therefore not a crime, has only made me absolutely certain of the 
truth of w hat I am saying about this conspiracy, and about this Court's unlawful abetting of this 
conspiracy. If it is lawful to sell one's silence about a crime, such as this crime of conspiring to injure, 
oppress, threaten or intimidate a person in the free exercise or enjoyment of his rights and privileges. 
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then extortion or blackmail is lawful. This Court, by using its power and authority to silence me about a 
known and obvious crime, is unlawfully forcing me into the status of extortionist. Indeed, that is how 
the Scientology cult, for their black PR purposes, interprets their forcing me to sign their unlawful 
"mutual release" and how ; they "position" me. for their black PR purposes, in their descriptions of the 
1986 "settlement.” In their complaint, filed April 5, 1994, for example, pursuant to which this Court 
granted Scientology’s "injunction” and "judgment.” the cult states that what they paid me in settlement 
to dismiss my lawsuit against them was "money extracted from [Scientology] as the price of [my] 
signature.” I extracted no money from the Scientology cult as the price of my signature. I w as forced to 
sign Scientology’s evil document in order to have it cease its criminal fair gaming of my lawy er and 
others. Extortion is still a crime. I am not an extortionist, and I refuse to permit this Court, in 
furtherance of Scientology’s criminal conspiracy, to turn me into an extortionist or position me as an 
extortionist. Thus I will not obey this Court unlawful orders, and will not be silent, because I did not. 
and lawfully could not. sell my silence about this criminal conspiracy and its beneficiaries. 

14. "Black propaganda." or "black PR." as I am sure this Court knows, is Scientology's 
policy and practice of destroying an "enemy’s” reputation, credibility, connections, livelihood and life 
with the broad, often covert, and relentless dissemination of lies and defamatory materials about him. 
While the Scientology cult, with this Court’s support, seeks to silence me in violation of my rights and 
privileges, the cult has disseminated a virtual mountain of black PR about me around the w orld. 
Attached hereto as Exhibit C is a true and correct copy of a German black PR flyer, attacking me that 
the Scientology cultists distributed in Germany two weeks ago. Also included, as part of Exhibit C. is a 
true and correct copy of an English translation of the flyer. When 1 hav e responded to defend my 
reputation, credibility, connections, livelihood and life from Scientology's attacks, such as this black PR 
flyer, which I have an undeniable right and priv ilege to do. the cult, with this Court's blessing and 
support, in violation of 18 USC Sec. 241. has sought to have me injured, oppressed, threatened and 
intimidated for exercising such right and privilege, specifically by having me hunted down by law 
enforcement, jailed and fined. This Court, by its interpretation of the "mutual release." by its signing of 
the Scientology cult's "injunction” and "judgment." by its enforcement of the "injunction" by contempt 
orders, jail sentences, fines and arrest warrants, by its authorizing Scientology and the "mutual 
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release's” "beneficiaries” to attack me as they wish, and by its stripping of my right and privilege to 
respond to such attacks, has created a condition of slavery, involuntary servitude to the criminal 
enterprise that is the Scientology cult. Such a slave condition is. pursuant to the 13 th Amendment of the 
Constitution of the United States, impermissible everywhere in that country. Yet this Court goes beyond 
even the borders of the United States and is attempting to enforce Scientology's slave condition in every 
country of the world. 

16. To give this Court a glimpse of the magnitude of the criminal conspiracy it is 
furthering w ith its unlawful orders. I am attaching hereto as Exhibit D a true and correct copy of a letter 
dated June 3. 2002 from Scientology cult lawyer Elliot J. Abelson that the cult had served on University 
of Alberta Sociology Professor Stephen Kent. Abelson states in his letter: 

“I am writing to you on behalf of Church of Scientology International. It 
has come to our attention that you have been engaged in various activities 
in conjunction with Gerald Armstrong which fall within the general 
category of anti-Scientology public statements. These have included trips 
to Europe where you and Mr. Armstrong have appeared together at 
various public gatherings, all with the same anti-religious agenda. 

Enclosed is a copy of an injunction issued against Mr. Armstrong as well 
as those "acting in concert" with him. Clearly, you have acted in concert 
with Mr. Armstrong, thus this court order applies to you. You are hereby 
on notice of this injunction and that you are bound by its terms.” Ex. D 
I have never been in Europe with Dr. Kent. I have never appeared with him at any public gathering. I 
have never appeared at a public gathering with an ant-religious agenda. These facts mean nothing, of 
course to the Scientology cult and its lawyers, because they are dedicated follow ers of the "religious" 
doctrine of black propaganda. I know of at least six more individuals, and there are possibly dozens 
more, who have received similar letters from Scientology lawyers threatening prosecution pursuant to 
this Court's unlawful "injunction” for "acting in concert with me." I know several other people who 
have been brought to disassociate from me in one wav or another because of this Court's unlawful 
"injunction" and other unlawful orders and Scientology's threatened use of these orders. I know of a 
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number of media entities that have been threatened by Scientology using this Court's unlawful 
"injunction" and other unlawful orders. I know of thousands of people who hav e been brought to hate 
me and further attack me because of the black PR use the Scientology cult has made of this Court's 
unlawful actions and orders in furtherance of its criminal conspiracy. 

17. I believe it is time for this Court to take to heart what Los Angeles Superior Court 
Judge Bruce R. Geernaert stated about the "mutual release” at a hearing on December 23. 1991. when 
Scientology sought to have him enforce that evil document's unconscionable conditions. A true and 
correct copy of the relevant page of the transcript from that hearing is attached hereto as Exhibit E. 

"So my belief is Judge Breckenridge. being a very careful 

judge....if he had been presented that whole agreement and if he had been 
asked to order its performance, he wx>uld have dug his feet in because that 
is one .... I'll say one of the most ambiguous, one-sided agreements I have 
ev er read. And I would not have ordered the enforcement of hardly any of 
the terms if I had been asked to. even on the threat that, okay the case is 
not settled. 

I know we like to settle cases. But we don't like to settle cases and. in 
effect, prostrate the court system into making an order which is not fair or 
in the public interest." Ex. E. 

Judge Breckenridge. of course, is the LA Superior Court Judge who presided over the litigation. 
Scientology v. Armstrong. LASC C 420153. which the "mutual release” that underlies this litigation was 
to "settle.” See. again, e.g.. Scientology v. Armstrong (1991) 232 Cal.App.3d 1060. 283 Cal.Rptr. 917. 
After their enforcement action was rejected by Judge Geernaert. Scientology forum shopped and landed 
the Marin County Superior Court, w hich, in the person of Judge Thomas, w as. unlike Judges 
Breckenridge and Geernaert. very willing to prostrate the Marin court system for Scientology and make 
orders that are not fair and in the public interest. It is now clear that this Court, having made such 
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USC Sec. 241. It really is time for this Court to get out of the conspiracy business and stop this 
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15. As long as this Court maintains its unreasonable position that its unlawful 
"permanent injunction” is lawful, that its unlawful contempt orders enforcing its unlawful injunction arc 
lawful, and that its unlawful arrest warrants stemming from its unlawful contempt orders are lawful, it is 
obvious that I cannot return to California, and must fight these unlawful orders and Scientology's 
criminal conspiracy from abroad. Any court that uses its power, its authority and its appearance of 
propriety to further a criminal conspiracy and to silence the victim of the conspiracy about that court's 
unlawful actions is not deserving of trust, and any decent citizen would be unwise to enter that court's 
jurisdiction.

DECLARATION OF GERRY ARMSTRONG 

I, Gerry Armstrong, declare as follows: 

1. I am the defendant in this case. 

2. On November 7, 2002,1 mailed to this Court an original and copy of my completed 
and executed Application for Waiver of Fees and Costs (Form 982(a)(17), which was filed on November 
19, 2002, and an original and copy of the related Order on Application for Waiver of Fees and Costs 
(Form 982(a)(18), which was filed on November 20,2002. I received copies of these filed documents, 
which were mailed to me by the Clerk of the Court, on November 30. 

3. This Court has ordered that a hearing be held on December 12 to resolve an 
evidentiary conflict regarding my Application noted as a “lack of any income reported.” 

4. I have not reported any income because I have none to report. I do not have a paying 
job, and in any case cannot yet work in Germany. 
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5. I have no bank account, and no funds. I have been assisted in life with loans from 


friends for things like transportation and paper, and provided meals, a place to stay, a telephone and an 
Internet connection in order to oppose the persecution by the Scientology cult, including my defense in 
this case. 

6. My main activity in Germany has been the construction of a website. 
http://www.gerryarmstrong.org, which is completely non-commercial, but essential to exposing and 
opposing Scientology's abuses and criminality, and defending myself from its attacks, including this 
lawsuit. Documents relating to the instant litigation are webbed at 

http://www.gerryarmstrong.org/50grand/legal/index.html. The website is necessary for communicating 
to attorneys who potentially could defend me against Scientology's litigation attacks, including this 
lawsuit, and for raising official and public awareness in the U.S. and other countries of Scientology's 
antisocial or illegal practices and activities, including its use of this Court to carry out its ‘'religious" 
persecution campaign. 

7. Since I left Scientology at the end of 1981.1 have had three significant formal 
employers, law firms in Newport Beach, California. Boston, Massachusetts, and San Anselmo. 
California. Scientology staked out each of these firms, and caused other people at these firms a great 
deal of trouble. Scientology operatives scared employees at the Newport Beach firm and dragged firm 
partners into senseless depositions. Scientology framed my employer in Boston with the forgery of a 
$2,000,000 check, infiltrated his office, sued him some fifteen times, filed frivolous bar complaints 
against him, threatened him and his family, subjected him to an international black PR campaign, and 
finally compromised him to the extent that he essentially became the organization's agent to get me to 
sign the "mutual release and settlement agreement" that underlies this lawsuit. Black PR or black 
propaganda is Scientology's term for its policy and practice of destroying an individual's reputation, 
credibility, livelihood and life with the covert and overt and relentless dissemination of falsehoods and 
defamatory materials. My employer in San Anselmo. attorney Ford Greene, was also subjected to 
Scientology “fair game.” including a number of frivolous bar complaints, infiltrating his office and theft 
of records, harassment of his family, and his own black PR campaign. Ultimately. Scientology's 
obtaining of the injunction against me, which was signed by Judge Gan' Thomas, made my employment 
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with Mr. Greene impossible. Fair game is the basic philosophy, policy and practice of Scientology, 
which in one form states that "enemies.” which Scientology considers me and anyone who would 
employ or help me. may be tricked, cheated, lied to. stolen from, sued and destroyed. See. e.g. Church 
of Scientology v. Armstrong (1991) 232 Cal.App.3d 1060.283 Cal.Rptr. 917 
http://wwAv.gerryarmstrong.org/50grand/legal/al/appeal/283cal.rptr.917.html 

8. Every employer who ever employs me. every person or company for whom I will ever 
work, will become a target for Scientology's covert operations and overt harassment, until Scientolog} 
publicly and honestly repudiates its fair game doctrine. The people I worked for. whom I mentioned in 
the preceding paragraph, were all lawyers, and all. to a greater or lesser degree, knowledgeable about 
Scientology dirty tricks and fair game. But most people or potential employers are not so 
knowledgeable, sophisticated or in a position to defend themselves as lawyers can. 1 simply cannot 
subject an employer to Scientology fair game by becoming an employee, unless that employer is already 
fair game, or comes to an informed willingness to become fair game by hiring me. This Court should 
note that, in order to advise any potential employer, w hich I would have a duty to do. of what he should 
expect as a target of the Scientology cult's overt and coven fair game activities, I must violate this 
Court's injunction. 

9. The people wherever 1 stay also become targets for the Scientolog) organization's 
intelligence operations or dirty tricks. Already here in Germany. Scientology is using its hate magazine 
"Freiheit” to conduct what the cult calls a "noisy investigation” of Pastor Thomas Gandow. w ho has 
given me a place to live. Attached hereto as Exhibit A is a true and correct copy of a letter dated 
September 24. 2002 from "Freiheit,” which makes it crystal clear that Scientology intends to cause 
trouble for Pastor Gandow and his Church because of their providing shelter to me. 

10. Iam in Germany because the Scientology cult is officially recognized here as a 
dangerous organization with anti-Constitutional aims, is kept under surveillance by intelligence 
agencies, and is not able to carry out its fair game activities as easily as it can in the l ,S. 1 left the U.S. 
and went to Canada in early 1997 because I uncovered a massive fraud perpetrated by Scientology on 
the U.S. government and U.S. citizens, and because of fair game threats from the cult. It has become 
obvious that certain U.S. government agencies, and certain courts, including this Court, are supporting 
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Scientology in the persecution of its fair game victims, in violation of the U.S. Constitution and their 
duties to their citizens. I left Canada and came to Germany in April this year because it became 
apparent that certain Canadian officials have possibly also been co-opted by Scientology into supporting 
its persecution of its fair game victims. 

11. As I have shown on many occasions in documents filed in this Court, and arguments, 
which have never been refuted, the injunction Scientology somehow got Judge Thomas to sign, and 
which the cult uses to harass and black PR me around the world, is not lawful. Judge Thomas at no time 
explained how it could be lawful, nor has this Court, nor has any attorney or anyone else. The 
pronouncement that it is lawful is not enough to make it lawful. This injunction is as unlawful in the 
U.S. as an order that would imprison and fine a citizen for saying the name Jesus Christ, or discussing 
his religious experiences in the Christian religion. The injunction is likewise as unlawful in the U.S. as 
an order that would imprison and fine a citizen for assisting African-American people. And the 
injunction is as unlawful in the U.S. as an order that would imprison and fine a citizen for discussing the 
mafia, or defending himself from the mafia, because Scientology is not really a religion, but a criminal 
conspiracy. Even this litigation, and all of the other lawsuits Scientology has filed against me in Marin 
County, demonstrate that this organization is a criminal conspiracy, because this is a conspiracy, 
between the cult and its lawyers, abetted by this Court, to unlawfully destroy my civ il rights. Since the 
injunction, and the conditions of the underlying "mutual release*' that the injunction enforces, are clearly 
unlawful, and since this Court has refused to acknowledge their unlawfulness, or to explain how they 
can be lawful, when they clearly are not. I am forced to try to correct this injustice from outside this 
Court's jurisdiction. Thus this Court, by putting its stamp of approval on Scientology's unlaw ful 
injunction, and by its consequent unlawful contempt orders and arrest warrants for my violations of its 
unlawful injunction, is itself necessitating my being in Germany. From here I will try my best to focus 
world attention on this Court's unlawful injunction, and enforcement orders and its abetting of the 
Scientology organization's criminal conspiracy to destroy my civil rights, and to bring U.S. and world 
public opinion to hopefully sway this Court from its ill-advised grant of its power and authority to 
Scientology to persecute its fair game victims.

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12. I cannot be at the December 12 hearing on my Application for Waiver of Fees and 


Costs because it is financially impossible for me to make the trip, which would cost me more than Court 
costs would be throughout the whole case, because I would be subjected to this Court's unlaw ful 
injunction, and unlawfully imprisoned, potentially for the rest of my life, and because I have a prior 
commitment to be in Ekatrinburg. Russia at that time for a conference on totalitarian cults like 
Scientology organized by the Russian Orthodox Church. To give this Court an example of how its 
unlawful injunction and subsequent enforcement orders are being used by Scientology lor its fair game 
activities. I am attaching hereto a copy of a black PR letter, and translation, that the organization w rote 
to various Russian authorities and agencies, including the FSB. the successor intelligence organization 
to the KGB. to try to cause me trouble in Russia at the time of a conference 1 participated in last year. 
Note particularly Scientology’s labeling me as a "criminal" for my violation of this Court's unlawful 
orders, and the statement that the cult was trying to have the Americans detain me in Russia.

13. When I become able to pay costs in this case I will advise this Court and do so. Until 
then. I request that my court fees and costs be waived. 

I declare under penalty of perjury pursuant to the laws of the State of California, the 
United States. Canada and Germany that the foregoing is true and correct.

Da seine Vorschlage an Hussein weder bei den Verein- 
ten Nationen noch sonst wo in der Weltpolitik ein Echo 
fanden, wandte sich Armstrong am 10. Januar 1991 
damit gleich schriftlich "an das amerikanische Volk". 
"Lassen Sie uns dem Armstrong-Vorschlag eine Chan¬ 
ce geben", lasst er die amerikanische Bevolkerung wis- 
sen. Dann beschwert sich Armstrong, dass auch die 
Zeitungen "The Oakland Tribune", "Los Angeles 
Times" und "San Francisco Examiner" nichts von sei- 
nen staatsmannischen Fahigkeiten wissen wollten. 

Unter diesen Vorzeichen ist die Glaubwurdigkeit der 
Darstellungen Armstrongs zu bewerten, der die Scien¬ 
tology Kirche im Jahre 1981 - also vor 20 Jahren - ver- 
lieB.

Suspicious tales following Gandow? 


American Gerry Armstrong has settled down in Berlin and is trying to market 
stories as an ex-Scientologist. 


At a gathering on December 7, 2002, Berlin cult priest Thomas Gandow presented 
Armstrong as a special guest and as a sort of refugee. The fact is that Armstrong 
left his homeland years ago because he continued to deliberately flout court orders 
and was facing arrest. Armstrong is in fact extremely duplicitous, and an outright 
hustler and law breaker. "I am a w riter, artist and philosopher. Theologically 
speaking I am a prophet...", is what Armstrong stated in a w ritten statement on 
January 26, 1997. And in fact he has more than once engaged himself as a prophet 
whose visions of the future, however, do not apply in his own country. 

For instance he had his picture taken in November 1992 for an American 
new spaper, the "Marin Independent Journal", sitting in the lotus position and 
"dressed" w ith an earth globe. Back then he called himself founder of the 
"Organization of United Renunciants". Armstrong's vision: a society that got along 
completely w ithout money. For that he expected a following of "somewhere 
between 1 and 11 percent." He himself had already pronounced his "renunciation" 
he asserted, for which reason he said he gave up his earthly possessions. Actually, 
Gerald Armstrong had simply transferred a large part of his fortune to a "Gerald 
Armstrong Corporation." Possibly this w as to become indigent for the purpose of 
escaping future financial obligations for breach of contract, as emerged in a July 23, 
1993 legal complaint. 

Message to Saddam Hussein 

Armstrong revealed his philosophical and political vein on November 1, 1990. He 
rose to the occasion as statesman to present Iraqi President Saddam Hussein with a 
10-point plan. Beside proposals about verified disarmament and involvement by the 
United Nations, "statesman" Armstrong officially apologized for all the "stupid 
things our leader has said about you." In the four-page text - accompanied with 
Armstrong's signature and a copyright notice by "The Gerald Armstrong 
Corporation - Armstrong introduced himself to the Iraqi despot as a "celebrity ," 
even though Armstrong commented "He would be the most unrenowned 
philosopher in America," Armstrong offered himself to Hussein as a hostage. 

Several years prior he had made a similar offer to the hostage-takers in Lebanon, 
Armstrong wrote. Hussein w as to be permitted to torture and execute Armstrong 
"if our side did not live up to its side of the agreement." "I have numerous 
attorneys to work out the details.... This is a matter of some urgency for all of us," 
Armstrong lectured Dictator Hussein.

Since he didn't get any feedback from Hussein, the United Nations or anywhere else 
in the political world, on January 10, 1991 Armstrong appealed in writing "to the 
American people." "Let's give the Armstrong Proposal a chance,” he informed the 
American folk. Then Armstrong complained that not even The Oakland Tribune, 
the Los Angeles Time or the San Francisco Examiner had cared to hear anything 
about his statesman abilities. 

This is the gauge by w hich the credibility of Armstrong's presentation is to be 
assessed when he left the Scientology Church in 1981 - that means 20 years ago. 

Until 1981, Armstrong was employed as an archivist for the Scientology Church. 
When he, in violation of church directives, misappropriated about 10,000 private 
church documents, he was expelled from the Scientology Church in 1982. 

Armstrong let on that he had diverted the documents for his "defense." After that 
it turned out that Armstrong had provably been involved in criminal conspiracy. 
Armstrong ended up revealing his plan to produce counterfeit church directives and 
smuggle them in, where they would be "discovered" and confiscated by the tax 
authorities. 

At a secret meeting, this information of Armstrong's was documented on a video 
made w ith police approval, and the transcript was submitted as evidence in court. 

A settlement was reached w ith Armstrong on December 6, 1986 to end all legal 
disputes to obtain the return of the stolen documents. In that settlement, Armstrong 
agreed to not libel the Scientology Church. In case he breached the agreement, a 
penalty was set. Based on previous experience with Armstrong, the signing w as 
recorded on video. In it Armstrong declared, in the presence of his attorney, that lie 
was familiar w ith the papers and that he was signing the agreement of his own free 
will. 

Naturally Armstrong did not keep his word for long, but constantly made up new , 
even w ilder stories about the Scientology Church. Because of his violations of this 
agreement - there w ere 13 separate incidents between September 2 and November 
1997 alone - various court orders w ere issued against Armstrong, w hich he ignored. 
Finally the Superior Court of the Marin district in California issued a warrant for 
Armstrong's arrest on May 15, 1998, w ith possible fine and incarceration for 
criminal disregard of the court. This resulted in Armstrong's moving out of the 
country to evade punishment and escape the law. 

In 1997, while Armstrong was living in Canada, he tried to instigate legal 
proceedings against the Scientology Church in Nevada. The court that had 
jurisdiction in Nevada dismissed Armstrong's complaint Septembers, 1998, because 
he had made an untrue statement about his place of residence. And finally, Judge 
Vernon F. Smith, Judge of the "Superior Court of the State California for the 
County of Marin" found in a comprehensive 5-point order on July 12, 2001, that 
Armstrong had repeatedly, voluntarily and deliberately violated court orders. The 
judge found Armstrong guilty of contempt of court. 




Even before then Armstrong was cooperating with Gandow' and Ursula Caberta, 
director of the "Task Force Scientology" in the Hamburg Interior Agency. Two 
years ago Gandow gathered money at a church collection for an American "Trust" 
and has just recently sent it - according to his ow n statements - to an American 
convicted in court. The state attorney's office investigated Caberta for almost two 
years for suspicion of corruption because she accepted from a Scientology opponent 
a "private loan" in the amount of 75,000 euro. The proceedings were suspended 
upon a court-ordered payment of 7,500 euro. 

Whoever cooperates with this kind of con artist, who has been exposed in an 
American court as untrustworthy and a rights violator, disqualifies himself.
